Day, night and new students 
have begun to pre-register for 
spring semester. The first two 
weeks of pre-registration. Nov. 
2-13, a total of 840 students 
registered for academic classes 
and 696 for technology programs. 
There has been a higher response 
from new students than from 
those already enrolled, said 
counselors’ secretary Anetha 
Francis. 

Pre-registration will continue 
until Christmas holidays begin. 

“This system has better ad¬ 
vantages for the students and is 
very efficient. It is devised to give 
firm counts for classes and help 
plan for adding sections,” said 
counselor Betty Plyler. 

“It will also give us time to talk 
to individuals about their choices 
and about different degrees,” 
Plyler said. 

Pre-registering students can 
make changes in their schedules, 
but changes must be made before 
the schedule is taken to the 
computer room. After the sched¬ 
ule has gone through . the com¬ 
puter, it will be the second class 
day of the new semester before 
any changes will be made, Plyler 
•explained. 

Fees must be paid between- 
Dec. 14 and 18. If a student has 
pre-registered and fails to pay 
fees, the schedule is voided, 
times allotted to the student are 
then open and he must come back 
for regular registration. 

Financial aid students may also 
pre-register during this time.

New plan offers 

sign-up option

The dreaded registration process—standing in long lines and 
waiting for hours—has finally come to an end for those who 
choose to take advantage of the early registration procedure 
introduced this fall. 

Students may receive their schedule cards and pay tuition 
fees in December, but the regular registration period, Jan. 
12-14, will still be available. 

Early registration is more convenient both to students and 
faculty. By registering and paying fees next month, all students 
will have to worry about in January is showing up for the first 
day of class. Faculty and staff members should also have an 
easier load during regular registration. 

Dean of Admissions Kenneth Lewis said the three-day 
regular registration may eventually be reduced to one or two 
days if a large percentage of students adhere to the early 
registration policy. 

Students who fill out schedule cards and do not pay their fees 
by Dec. 18 will have to go back to step one at the January 
registration. 

The advantages seem to outweigh the disadvantages. The 
new procedure takes away some of the confusion experienced at 
regular registration and is certainly a time-saver. But it could 
cause problems for those living on a tight budget. 

With early registration fees due so close to Christmas some 
students may need to wait until January to register. The 
financial strain of buying Christmas gifts and paying tuition 
expenses at the same time may be too much of a burden, 
especially on a student’s budget. Students need to think about 
both needs before they begin Christmas shopping. 

Senate sponsors free films; 
to show ’Oklahoma!' tonight 


Survey reveals managers’ hesitance 
to rent apartments to students 


The Student Senate will 
sponsor a series of three films for 
students and faculty beginning 
tonight. 

“Oklahoma!” will be shown at 
6:30 p.m. in the Student Center 
Lounge. The 1955 musical won 
two Academy Awards, for sound 
and musical score. 

The 1954 Disney movie, 
“20,000 Leagues Under the Sea,” 
will be shown at 6:30 p.m. Dec. 3 
in the Student Center Lounge. 
The film, based on the Jules 
Verne classic, won two Academy 
Awards, for art direction and 
special effects. 

“The Rules of the Game,” a 
French film with English sub¬ 
titles, will be shown Dec. 17. It 
will be run mostly for the benefit 
of the faculty because final exams 
will be going on then, said series 
coordinator Richard Whipple. 

Whipple said he would like to 
see the series continued into the 
spring semester but that it would 
depend upon student reaction. 

“I have every intention of 
continuing the series and will be 
happy to help in the spring,” he 
said. “But if the student interest 
isn’t there, then the Student 
Senate wouldn’t be interested in 
continuing it.” 

“We had a poor turn-out for 
last week’s film, but I hope more 


people will turn out this week,” 
Whipple said. 

He said he thinks the films are 
a good addition to TJC and most 
students will welcome them. 

Admission is free to students 
and faculty.

Wilson uses a special Kroytype 
lettering machine which aids in 
production of lettering for graphic 
work. 

Most of the typing is done by 
Audio Visual Coordinator Coline 
King. Student assistant Mark Cox 
has been hired to do artwork and 
drawing. 

By combining the lettering and 
artwork, Wilson said, “we can 
make good transparencies, slides 
or whatever for the faculty.” 

Equipment now consists of two 

styles of type in four sizes. Three

more type disks are on order.’ An 
executive typewriter enables the 
staff to use larger type sizes. 


Students who cannot find dorm 
space or wish to move into an 
apartment to promote their in¬ 
dependence may be in for a tough 
time. 

A survey of managers of half 
the furnished apartments in Tyler 
shows that only 53 percent will 
rent to students, and of those, not 
all will take just any student. 

Most who refuse to rent to 
students say they either have had 
trouble in the past from college 
students, or simply wish to attract 
an older, more stable clientele. 

Lois Baird, manager for Broad¬ 
way 428 Apartments, said she will 
not rent to students unless they 
are working full time. “We’ll 
accept them if they’re trying to 
further their education, but they 
have to be working for it on their 
own,” she said. 

Betty Kent, manager of Em- 
barcadero Apartments, will rent 
to students even though she 
reports one student caused $2000 
worth of damage and has yet to 
pay for it. 

Usually, though, she has little 
trouble with students. “I kind of 
scare them,” she laughs. “I will 
send the security guard out to 
warn them one time if they get 
out of hand, and after that I evict 
them.” 

Ludy Toothman of Casa Grande 
Apartments also rents to stu¬ 
dents. She said she has had very 
little difficulty handling them. 
“Oh, there are a few who get out 
of hand, but you have those at 
every age,” she said. 

At Forestwood Apartments, 
Manager Marian Mason explains 
to students, “This is not a 
dormitory. I explain the rules to 
them, and as long as they abide 


A newly-purchased 35 mm 
single lens reflex camera for 
slides and graphics will produce 
good photographs in some variety 
including close-ups and outdoor 
pictures, Wilson said. 

The school sponsors this ser¬ 
vice free to faculty to help supply 
them with visual aids for the 
classroom. 

To use this new service, in¬ 
structors need only to bring in a 
rough sketch of art they want and 
hand-written or typed copy of 
material to be printed. 

Instructors who are aware of 
this new aid are enthusiastic. 
Some have already brought in 
sketches they want to use, Wilson 
said. 

Soon after the service was 
developed and established last 
May, more than 500 transpar¬ 
encies were produced for eco¬ 
nomics instructors, he said. 
Transparencies were also made 
for history, government, soci¬ 
ology and math courses. 

Student assistants help out a 
lot, Wilson said. Electronics stu¬ 
dents work as technicians and a 
typist and art student work with 
King and Wilson. 

Applications for these jobs are 

taken at the Financial Aids Office.

Due to changes in policy by 
President Reagan, students at 
TJC as well as all over the country 
may find things a little different 
when they apply for financial aid 
for spring semester. 

TJC has applied for two new 
programs for the spring. College 
Work Study Program and Sup¬ 
plementary Educational Oppor¬ 
tunity Grant. These are a direct 
result of changes made by the 
president in his economic pro¬ 
gram, said Financial Aid Director 

Robert Clemmons.

Currently TJC participates in 
two federal aid programs. “The 
Basic Educational Opportunity 
Grant and the Texas Student 
Grant are the only sources of aid 
offered by the school except for 
the scholarship program,” said 
Clemmons. 

Students may obtain insured 
student loans from lending in¬ 
stitutions. “These loans must be 
paid back after completion of 
higher education, Clemmons 
said. 

“Approximately 15 percent of 
students here are on financial 
aid,” said Clemmons. Each stu¬ 
dent receives roughly $700 per 
year in these programs. 

“The two new programs will 
provide extra money for those 
students who need aid,” ex¬ 
plained Clemmons. The SEOG is 
a program designed for extra 
needy students who might not 


Technical writing differs from English, 

Johnston, Lankford tell conferees 


Technical writing is as different 
from English as day from night, 
said John Johnston in a session of 
the Texas Joint Council of Teach¬ 
ers of English Conference. 

TJC instructors Johnston and 
Lee Lankford spoke on Technical 
Report Writing during the Octo¬ 
ber convention. About 100 teach¬ 
ers from area high schools at¬ 
tended the annual conference. 

As TJC began growing, a need 
became apparent for a course to 
prepare students for technical 
writing, Johnston said. 

Technical Report Writing is a 
course unique to the East Texas 
area. It was begun at TJC by 
James Murray. 

The science age has “brought 
back technical writing,” Johnston 
said, adding that “TJC has 
allowed that freedom.” 

“There is a great value in 
experimentation, and we have 
learned a great deal from the 
students themselves, Johnston 
said. 

Though TJC has assigned 
technical writing classes to the 
English department, they are not 
like other English courses. All 
rules learned in English will be 
put aside here, he said. 

- Before turning the program 
over to Lankford, Johnston de¬ 
fined technical writing as “the 
maximum information in the least 
possible amount of words.” 

Lankford's lecture, “Purpose 
and Problems,” stressed the 
importance of technical writing. 
It’s first use comes in applying for 
a job, she said. 

In job applications, students do 
some of the most important 
writing of their lives. That letter 
will be part of the way an 
application is judged, Lankford 
said. 

“We generally include in the 


course an oral expression of a 
report,” she said, explaining that 
“on the job” such reports will 
vary from short forms for printed 
reports to longer reports. 

After Lankford discussed in 
some detail the techniques used 
in technical writing, Johnston 
listed characteristics of technical 
writing. 

All technical writing must be 
clear, concise (which is not the 
same as brief), accurate, com¬ 


plete, unemotional and objective. 
There is “no room for one’s 
personal bias to show,” he said. 

In conclusion, Johnston said a 
good job application letter will 
contain three parts: make it 
apparent th^ letter is a job 
application, specify the job most 
qualified for and tell how the 
applicant was made aware of the 
job opening. 

“The first goal is not to get a 
job, but to get an interview,” he 
said.

Every applicant must establish 
a need for aid. The basic re¬ 
quirements of a gross family 
income less than $30 thousand a 
year and other handicaps must be 
proven, Clemmons said. 


To receive aid students must 
maintain at least a “C” average. 
Students who fail to do this are 
put on probation for a semester to 
bring grades up. If the student’s 

grades do not improve, aid will be 
cut off. A student can requalify 
by bringing grades up to a ‘.‘C” 
average, Clemmons explained.
